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Given the current depressed state of our relation* with 
the Soviet Union end the tone of the February 29 reply, w& do 
not believe that the Soviets would be responsive now to further 
inquiries now about Raoul Wallenberg. 

Unfortunately, the Secretary’s very busy schedule precludes 
his meeting with the Wallenberg family during the period you 
suggested. I assure you that the Department continues to 
monitor all significant Developments in this tragic case and 
will inform you should any new information cevelop. 

Incidentally, you will be interested to know that 
extensive interviews were conductec with each of five prominent 
Soviet dissidents exchanged for two Soviet spies in New York 
City on April 27 , 1972 , cn the possibility that Wallenberg was 
still alive ir. Soviet prison camps. None of the five 
ex-prisoners could confirm cr lend credence to such rumors.
